Officer, where he worked for two years; in June of 2000, he was
promoted to Commander of the Fourth Police District; he worked
in the Fourth District for over four years, before retiring on

complimentary citations for exceptional service to the
citizens of the City of Chicago, 54 Honorable Mentions for
exceptional performance as a police officer, one Problem

Solving Award, and one Unit Merit Performance Award; and

attained his Bachelor's Degree 1in Pre-Law and Independent
Studies; he has maintained his management and leadership skills
by attending several police structured courses at Northwestern
University, FBI Investigative School, Southern Police

Institute, and Harvard Homicide Institute; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Thompson has been married to his wife, Evelyn
for over 28 years with five children and seven grandchildren;
he valiantly served his country as a member of the U.S. Navy

from 1964 to 1967; therefore, be it
